There will be no article at 
this time for the proposed 
school off Glen Road, neither 
will there be an article for 
money for the controversial 
Dependency Allowance’ for 
teachers, the School Committee 
having withdrawn its request. 
An article to rezone land on 
Main Street will appear, land 
opposite Gildart’s, but it is 
understood that it will be 
‘passed over’ at the request 
of the sponsors, to appear at 
a later meeting.

THE HOUSING AUTHORITY 


All of a sudden the Wilmington Housing Auth- 

ority has found itself in a position of im- 
portance not to be foreseen a few years ago. It 
may be recalled that the Board of Selectmen had 
practically to beg, to get candidates for this 
Board recently. The Board today merely admin- 
isters the Veteran's Project on Wildwood St and 
no one ssemed to feel that there was much in- 
terest in such a job. 

But now Professor Goodman and the Planning 
Board are hard at work with their Urban Renew- 
al Project for Wilmington Square. 

The law provides that such a project must have 
the approval of the Ilowsing Authority, if such 
en authority exists. No approval is needed, of 
eourse if there is no Housing Authority. 

We do have a Housing Authority. Even before 
the Selectmen can get a chance to say whether 
or not they like the idea, the Housing Author- 
ity must have their say. 

The people who had to be begged, almost, -to 
run for office suddenly find that their posi- 
tion does have. some unforeseen importance. 


THE SARAI D J CARTER LECTURES 


The Athenians had their Agora, New York had 
its Peter Cooper and Wilmington had its Sarah 
D J Carter, all of whom had the same motivating 
thought - a means of furthering education among 
the people. 

Perhaps there is a little hyperbole in the 
above paragraph, but the Sarah D J Carter Lec- 
ture Committee has amounced that there will be 
a free presentation of the DeKoven Glee Club , 
a week from Saturday in the Herbert C Barrows 
Auditorium of Wilmington High School. 

Sarah DJ Carter was a member of the Jaquith 
and the Gowing families, two of the oldest of 
Wilmington. Her mother, Sabra Gowing Carter, 
who died in 1892 at the age of 99 years and 4 
months could remember, as a girl of four, hear- 
ing her father speak of the news of the death 
of George Washington. 

Sarah was a school teacher in Wilmington, 
teaching in what is now the Wilmington Public 
Library. At the age of 42, in 1874 she married 
Cyrus Lewis Carter, a man some years her sen- 
ior, who seems to have been a member of the 
branch of the Carter family that included Sabra 
Carter, the lady who developed the idea of sel-

ling flower seeds in packets by mail. Sabra was 
very successful and built a tremendously large 
home on Middlesex Avenue, a part of which still 
stances on the original site and is the home to- 
day of Warren White. 

The larger part of the building was moved to 
the corner of “iddlesex Avenue and Main St, be- 
hind where Weinberg's store now stands, and be- 
came the home of Sarah and her hushand. After 
her death it was the home of the Chief of Po- 
lice, Walter A Hill, who was some sort of rela- 
tive, and after his death it was again cut into 
two parts and moved across Middlesex Avenue. 
The Frotton home, with its wide portico and 
columns was the front of the Sarah Carter home, 
and the next bniléing was the back. 

Cyrus Carter died in 1882, 70 years old, and 
Sarah and her maiden sister Sabra lived on for 
years in the old home, pricing a slight a- 
musement to the townspeople by their ercentri- 


cities (but not as much as their next door 
neighbor, Mrs Doctor Hiller). 
Their eccentricities ran to the tender care 


of a dog named Tony, a black and tan who lived 
to a ripe old age and was so tremendously over- 
fed that he could barely waddle along, while 
the two ladies were themselves very parsimon- 
ius in habit and diet. 

When Mrs Carter died in 1909 her willl provided 
a free scholarship for girls who graduate from 
Wilmington High School, which is still in ex- 
istence, and a sum of $6000 to provide free 
lectures for the townspeople. 

Interest from the $6000 provides the money. 
Years ago this was sufficient to provide four 
or five lectures a year, with such men as Low- 
ell Thomas and Carveth Wells being among the 
lecturers heard in the old Grange {lall. 

Today's prices are higher, and it is a fortu- 
nate year tn Which a lecture can he held. To- 
Gay too, there are many other distractims, so 
that some of the lectures have been poorly  at— 
tended. It remains to see if our townspeople 
will attend, or if the simulated and make-be- 
lieve world cf TV will be the bigger attract- 
ion.

Leaves 

This is the time of the year 
when new residents of a coun - 
try town are tempted to burn 
piles of leaves. Under certain 
circumstances this is a danger 
ous tiing to do. It is better 
to call the Fire Department 
(8-3346) before trying such a 
trick, 

Better yet, make a compost 
heap. It is easy, and will pro- 
vide good garden fertilizer. 
Rake the leaves ( no oak, for 
they are too acid) into a box 
or pit, in a six inch layer. 
Epread somé dirt over the lay - 
er, and then some regular fer- 
tilicer. Then repeat yntil the 
leaves are all taken care of.
